During a Revere tliunder storm at 
Wellsville, Mo., last August a vivid 
liathof lightning photographed on 
the smooth white ceiling ofthc Melli- 
odist church the face of an old man 
witli long flowing hair and beard. It 
Is described as a weird and Mhadowv 
Jiorlrail, and Ihc mpeisliiiinis say 
that it is the photograph of the Slorii 
King.
